An Unprecedented Year’s Develop- 
ments in Reporter Markets, Because 
of Unusual Basic Conditions. 


With this issue, bearing the date of Christmas 
Day, the Reporter brings to a close its forty-fifth 
publication year. It has been a period unlike any 
yet faced by the great industries of this country and 
of the world, with customary channels of 
blocked and encompassed about with restrictions, 
and with new industries coming to fruition at a rate 
of development undreamed of prior to 1916.

The most remarkable development of any new na- 
tional industry ever recorded on the pages of com- 
mercial development is that of American aniline color 
production. Two years ago there were six Ameri- 
can factories producing in the aggregate about 3,300 
short tons of coal-tar colors annually and employing 
but 400 operatives. Today—and this tremendous in- 
crease has been brought about in months, not years 

following the enactment of the Federal revenue 
law with its protective provisions relating to the im- 
portation of dyestuff intermediates and fin- 
ished products, there are more than thirty domestic 
with a _ production of staple 
synthetic estimated at approximately 28,000 
tons. Some of these plants employ more than 1,000 
operatives, and one company alone is capitalized at 
$10,000,000. This change in our industrial system is 
cue directly to the war, which brought home to do- 
mestic consumers and producers alike the immediate 
necessity of a staple domestic supply of materials 
heretofore imported from foreign manufacturers, but 
shut off, with the exception of small quantities 
brought to this country by the submersible Deutsch- 
land, and by small receipts of certain aniline colors 
for use by the government Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, imported from Germany under special per- 
mit of the British Government. The immense in- 
vestment required in these new plants, the small 
initial production, the depletion of stocks of foreign 
material during the early war months and the in- 
creased demand by domestic consumers must all be 
taken into consideration in considering the extremely 
high prices even now prevailing for synthetic colors. 
If, however, the development of this industry, both in 
regard to the number of colors manufactured and in 
the perfection of such colors, shall continue, it will 
be a matter of a few years only before all the de- 
mands of the diversified list of color and dyestuffs 
this country shall be met, with

field the period, but it is estimated that so 
far this year approximately $50,000,000 has been in- 
vested in munitions companies, and more than $100,- 
000,000 in dye and chemical production. The invest- 
ment in dye and chemical companies in 1915 for the 
12 months is estimated at abeut $65,000,000, indicat- 
ing an increase for the year now closing of approx- 
imately 50 per cent. 

Epochal changes have been effected in the chem- 
ical market itself during the past 12 months—par- 
ticularly as regards certain varieties of heavy chem- 
icals outside the category of war-employed acids and 
coal-tar intermediates, Bleaching powder and arsenic, 
to name two conspicucus examples, are now num- 
bered among the quantity exports, instead of being 
imports, and in other cases the United States has 
become an exporting chemical producer, instead of 
an importing chemical consumer. As a result of this 
change in the channels of trade, and the tremendous 
increase in foreign demand fer many of the heavy 
chemicals, the market has been sold up to the limit 
of production, thus leaving the little material avail- 
able for sale with the “second-hands.” Caustic soda 
and soda ash contracts cannot be placed with pro- 
ducers for delivery over 1917 and well into 1918, be- 
cause of this of foreign demand and 
limited production possibilities, 


combination 


There have been two striking developments in the 
drug and allied markets during the twelve months 
just closing—the increased production of domestic 
botanicals, pharmaceuticals and biologicals, and the 
growing scarcity and consequent higher prices of 
commodities not produced in this country, but es- 
sential to domestic industries, notably camphor and 
shellac, opium and quinine. 

With the lowering of stocks of foreign-grown 
botanical drugs—and this applies equally to many 
other items entering into the widely diversified drug 
markets—and the shutting-off of new material from 
Germany, Austria and the Balkans, Turkey, Persia, 
Asia and other sources—an enforced substitution has 
been brought about of materials from other lands, 
and in the case of several of the more important 
botanicals, digitalis and belladonna, of domestically 
grown drugs. More attention than ever before has 
been paid by the United States Government and by 
the local growers of botanicals to the development 
of this branch of the drug industry in this country, 
and the results have been indicative of what can be 
effected in the future. 

The camphor market, both crude and refined, is 
stronger at the close of the year than at the outset, 
despite the largely increased receipts from Japan 
and the unusually high ocean carrier charges. Early 
in the year allegations were made that the Japanese 
Government monopoly was not giving the United 
States its proportion of the output, but these state- 
ments have not been borne out in the slightest de- 
gree by the official figures of receipts from Japan. 
Never before in the history of the industry has so 
much camphor been required for the manufacture of 
celluloid and similar preparations, for artificial 
ivory, and for use in certain types of explosives, for 
artificial isinglass and window media for automo- 
biles. The result has been the unparalleled amounts 
of camphor received during the past year. The re- 
ceipts of crude, natural camphor for the nine months 
ending in September totaled 4,154,048 pounds, as 
compared with 2,669,116 for the same period last year. 
The receipts of refined and synthetic camphor dur- 
ing the same period for 1916 were 2,077,544 pounds, 
as compared with 811,884 in 1915. 


The shellac situation during the year has been 
governed by a number of unusual features. The con- 
trol of the primary market by Great Britain and the 
issuance by that nation of most stringent regulations 
governing the exportation of shellac to any neutral 
country, with the result that American importers 
have been bound by ironclad restrictions as to the 
receipt of shellac and to prevent re-exportation to 
foreign country, have had a decided influence 
upon the market. At times there was a widespread 
fear that the domestic supply would be almost, if not 
quite, cut off and the effect upon prices was what 
might be imagined. The internment of the steamer 
Sturmfels with a cargo of shellac en route to Amer- 
ican importers, cut off a part of the domestic supply 
counted upon, but a successful attempt is reported 


any 


only this week to secure the release of this cargo 
from the Italian Government. It is an interesting 


sidelight upon the shellac market that in Great Brit- 
ain all speculation in shellac is forbidden by the gov- 
ernment. The result is that present shellac prices 
are due to the natural causes—lack of freight fa- 
cilities, a 15 per cent. increase in war risk insurance 
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and the limitation of exports, combined with re- 
strictive conditions in the primary market. 

Dually connected with both the drug and the dye- 
stuffs markets are the so-called coal-tar inter- 
mediates—benzol, toluol, beta-naphthol—and the coal- 
tar pharmaceuticals, In this field during the year the 
changes in production and in price have been epoch- 
marking. Beginning soon after the outbreak of the 
war with the manufacture in this country of car- 
bolic acid synthetically from a benzol base, more 
and more attention was devoted to the benzol group 
as an essential concomitant of war munitions pro- 
duction, with the result that prices were driven to a 
very high level where they were maintained until 
within a short time. 

The more recent decrease has been effected by a 
tremendous increase jin production coupled with a di 
minution in volume of war contracts which had 
forced early Output to its limit. The demands of 
the dyestuffs and color makers took part of this un- 
contracted for increase in production, but was not 
sufficient to maintain prices at highest levels. 

The first effect in the market for coal-tar phar- 
maceuticals was the increase in the output of such 
commodities as acetanilid, antipyrine, ete., while 
acetphenetidin, which rose from a quotation of $16.50 
“18 in January, to $24@25 in July, $37@38 in October, 
to a present quotation of $26@28, indicates the direct 
effects of increased production domestically. In- 
creased production has also been effective in re- 
ducing the quotation of antipyrine from $32 in Jan- 
uary, $60@65 in April, $30@32 in July to a present 
quotation of $18. 

The disinfectant market, as well, directly refiected 
the trend of the demands incident to war for such 
material, the increase in price of formaldehyde for 
the year being from 1 to 1% cents, because of the ex- 
tremely heavy requests for this disinfectant base by 


foreign countries 


The essential oil market, insofar as the commod- 
ities were of Austro-Hungarian, German or Balkan 
origin, offers a striking parallel to the situation in 
the botanical drug market dependent upon the same 
sources. Many of the natural oils reached almost 
prohibitive prices, but here again the development of 
the coal-tar synthetic industry in this country made 
itself manifest by the production of coal-tar aro- 
matics and synthetics from a coal-tar base which 
lowered prices by increasing the obtainable supply. 

Refore leaving the drug market it is essential that 
a word be said in regard to the opium and opium 
derivative industry. Despite the passage of the Har- 
rison anti-narcotic law, which has reduced to a 
marked degree (75 per cent.) the amount of such 
narcotics consumed jn this country, prices have re- 
mained at a high level because of the dwindling of 
stocks in hand in January, 1916, and also because 
of the shutting-off of the supply of the Turkish or 
Persian gum opium and the substitution by foreign 
makers of the East India gum, which contains less 
than the 9 per cent. morphia content required in gum 
opium to be admitted to this country. 

The first rise in prices following the outbreak of 
the European war followed naturally the increased 
demands for morphine, codeine and heroin (diacetyl 
morphine) for use by the armies of the combatants 


The potash situation has been serious since the 
first of the war, but of increasing moment during 
the past twelve months. With the cutting off of the 
supply from Germany the price rose from about $39 
a ton for the muriate to $250@275 in July, 1915, and 
to $475@500 in January of this year. The demand 
fell away somewhat with lowered prices during the 
next two quarters of the year, but the August quo- 
tation touched $320 a ton for 80 per cent. basis mu- 
riate. The present price is $450@460 a ton. The 
search for potash has been nationwide. Western 
brine lakes have been investigated, potash camps 
have been established in several of the Western 
States, speculative interests have exploited alleged 
discoveries in Cuba, and the United States Govern- 
mnt has carefully investigated the possible sources 
of supply inherent in cement dust, sagebrush and 
the kelp beds of the Pacific coast. The authoriza- 
tion of a government plant for the fixation of at- 
mospheric nitrogen, both for fertilizing and indus- 
trial as well as for war munitions purposes, and the 
establishment of a kelp potash plant on the Pacific 
coast at Summerland, Cal., for the recovery of potash 
from kelp is amply indicative of the thoroughness 
with which this question is being considered. Mu- 
riate of potash produced in Japan has been offered 
here during the stringency period at from $50 to $75 
a ton less than the price asked for the German prod- 
uct, but it has been found not so well suited to the 
needs of the chemical trade, and its present price 
is too high for it to be considered as available for 
fertilizer use. 


The cottonseed oil market has been nothing less 
than spectacular during the greater part of the year. 
The demand for glycerin, the extraordinary demand 
for edible oils, the utilization of the lint in munitions 
manufacture—all these factors have entered into the 
price obtained, with the mills disposing of their crude 
oil at from 85 to 86 cents, as compared with 60@61 
last year. Neither the cottonseed nor linseed oil 
markets require elaborate analysis, as the Reporter 
has treated of them editorially from week to week. 


The surprisingly large increase in the amount of 
soya bean oil now being consumed in this country, 
together with a determined movement on the part of 
Southern mills and of farmers to increase their veg- 
table oil output by the planting both of soya beans 
and of peanuts for the oil they contain, evidences the 
demands made upon domestic producers of these oils, 
and tne establishment of at least one more staple 
crop in the South. 

Three features have entered into the paint and 
paint materials markets during the year—increased 
demand for domestic materials with consequent in- 
crease in prices; shortage of foreign materials be- 
cause of embargoes or freight carrier shortage; and 
increases in labor cost, container cost, and the in- 
cidentals to distribution, due in large measure to the 
war. The increase in the costs of the basic metals, 
due to the demand for munitions, ete.; the higher 
prices for oils, etc., and fillers, due to largely in- 
creased demands, have been critically analyzed in 
the Reporter of November 13, 20 and 27. Suffice it 
to say that these analyses showed increases of from 
40 to 500 per cent. in the different items entering 
into the cost of finished paints and varnishes, and 
an increase of approximately 40 cents a gallon for 
materials alone in November, 1916, as compared with 


December, 19165. 


The petroleum industry has been subject to so 
many changes and influences during the past year 
that it will require a separate editorial to even out- 
line the situation today as compared with a year 
ago. There has been an enormously increased pro- 
duction in the finished products, notably in gasoline 
and the distillates, and the exports are indicative 
that the high water mark has iot yet been reached. 
Foreign demand, because of war consumption and 
the shutting-off of continental fields, has resulted in 
tremendous exports of mineral oils—a total of 2,164,- 
609,292 gallons for the ten months ending October 
31, 1916, as compared with 1,938,230,710 for the same 
period in 1915. Prices for crude oil in the field are 
ranging higher and higher, with changes at shorter 
and shorter intervals. It is true that the high water 
mark of the year has not again been reached in 
some of the fields, especially where the gasoline 
content of the oil is not as high as in others, but 
with the present price of the Pennsylvania grades 
on a basis of $2.75 a barrel no one cares to go on 
record as saying where the uplift will end, particu- 
larly in view of the undiminished demand from re- 
fineries and for both foreign and domestic consump- 
tion Pennsylvania crude at $2.75 a barrel is the 
highest it has been since 1877 when it was sold at 
$3.70. Only once before since 1877 has it gone above 
$2.50, and that was in 1895 when the mark of $2.60 


was established. 


Such is the record of the year in outline, omitting 
much that could be said, but which in more com- 
plete detail will be found in the forthcoming annual 
review number of the Reporter to be published next 
month. 

Despite the handicaps of new and untried con- 
ditions, the demands to be filled from new sources, 
the erection of the machinery necessary to the crea- 
tion of new industries, the handicap of exporting 
and importing conditions and the unusual expense 
percentage to be charged against every transaction— 
the year has been momentous. The Reporter's in- 
dustries as a whole are facing the future from a more 
firmly established basis than ever before, with a 
wider knowledge of what is demanded of them.

Some One Should Be Held Responsible 
for the Loss of the Services of 
Dr. H. H. Rusby. 


Dr. Henry H. Rusby, pharmacognocist of the port 
of New York, to whom had been delegated by the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the United States Deps::- 
ment of Agriculture the duty of identifying and ex- 
amining the crude botanical drugs received «t this 
port, has resigned, and by his resignation the Gov- 
ernment loses the services of one of the mest dis- 
tinguished and best equipped experts on botanica! 
drugs in this country, if not in the world. 

In the fact that Dr. Rusby’s resignation was 
forced upon him as the only alternative, because he 
could not conscientiously assume the responsibility 
fer the purity and quality of all the drugs imported 
through the New York Custom House, when but one- 
fifth of the time necessary for their examination was 
allowed him, lies a stigma directly reflecting upon 
the Government service. 


When it is taken into consideration that at least 
per cent. of all the drug imports of the country 
are entered, in this city, and that, by bureau suffer- 
ance at the present time, not more than 20 per cent. 
of such importations are inspected at all, simply be- 
cause but 1714 hours a month have been allowed the 
port pharmacognocist for such examination, the won- 
der is, not that Dr, Rusby resigned, but that he con- 
sented to remain in the government service as long 
as he did. 


Dr. Rusby’s ability and knowledge cof his special 
subject are recognized the world over. For nine 
years he has given of his best to further the ends 
sought by the passage of the Food and Drugs act, 
for which he had labored earnestly for a decade pre- 
vious to its passage. His work in the laboratory of 
the department in this city has been conducted with 
the same thoroughness and relinquishment of per- 
sonal profit for that of the public weal which has 
marked his public life as the dean of the College of 
Pharmacy of Columbia University and as a scientist 
with both leve and respect for his profession. He is 
and has been recognized as an exemplar of that semi- 
rarity in the government service—a worker for the 
good of the whole, and not for his private gain—a 
fact emphasized by the simple statement that his 
salary from the government aggregated but $300 
a year. 


That such a man has given up the work he loved, 
and to which he has devoted se many fruitful years, 
because he is convinced that under existing condi- 
tions the public and the industries utilizing imported 
drugs are not and cannot be protected, is in itself one 
of the most serious charges that could be brought 
against any department, governmental or corperate. 

In behalf of the industries which cannot but be 
seriously affected by the continuance of any such 
policy as has thus been brought home to the drug 
and allied trades, the Reporter deplores any such 
apparent attempt to render inoperative the Food 
and Drugs act. As a matter of protection against 
fraud, substitution and ignorance, the Reporter de- 
mands the serious attention of the public and of Con- 
zress to the conditions now shown to be existent. 

No such criminal neglect of the health and the 
safety of the people cf this country as must result 
from the dumping of 80 per cent of imported drugs 
into the markets without examination should be al- 
lowed, nor should the government officials, particeps 
criminis, be permitted to so imperil the drug 
consumer, 


In his firm, public-spirited and characteristic 
stand against such criminal practices as his resig- 
nation has brought into the light of publicity, Dr. 
Rusby has but added another to the many services 
to the public which have marked his long and dis- 
tinguished career 

The Reporter congratulates Dr. Rusby upon his 
decision, while deploring the existence of such un- 
fortunate shortsightedness on the part of the govern- 
ment bureau which permits the resignation—for such 
indefensible reasons—cf such a tried and tested pub- 
lic servant.

STURMFELS SHELLAC 
CARGO IS RELEASED 


H. S. Chatfield Cables to Importers’ 
Association That His Negotiations 
with the Italian Government 
Have Been. Successful. 


H, S. Chatfield, secretary of the United 
States Shellac Importers’ Association, 
who sailed from New York for Italy on 
November 29 to open negotiations with 
the Italian Government for the release 
of the shellac cargo of the German 
steamer Sturmfels, sent a cable to the 
association last Friday to the effect that 


he has secured the release of the shellac. 
The shellae of some 
1,800 packages consigned to various Amer- 


cargo consisted 


ican importers. The Italian Government 
announced recently that the entire cargo 
of the vessel would be requisitioned, 
whereupon the trade here immediately 
filed a protest. Co-operation with the 
State Department at Washington was ob- 
tained, and Mr. Chatfield, acting in be- 
half of the association, sailed for Italy 
with the necessary papers and creden- 
tials to lay the matter before the Italian 
Government 

Mr. Chatfield has concluded arrange- 


ments to have the shellac shipped to this 
country at the earliest possible moment. 
In view of the searcity of freight room 
he has, according to the cable advices, 
secured tonnage on a schooner He ex- 
pects to sail for the United States just 
as soon as all details have been com- 
pleted. 

On Saturday, December 16, Mr. Chat- 
field arrived at Genoa and then proceeded 
to Rome, where he conferred with the 
officials, After securing the official docu- 
ments giving him permission for the re- 
lease of the cargo, he went to Naples 
where the shellac has been stored, 

Soon after the war broke out the 
steamer Sturmfels put in at Massowah, 
an Italian port in the Rea Sea. When 
Italy declared war on Germany the ves- 
sel and cargo was requisitioned and taken 


to Naples. <As the shellac was owned 
by American importers it was held by 
the State Department in Washington that 
the merchandise could not be legaily re- 
gardea as contraband. 

The news of the release of the cargo 
caused quite a stir in the trade, but it 
had no material influence upon prices, in 
view of the sold-up condition of the mar- 
ket and the many difficulties existing in 
the way of securing prompt and nearby 


shippments from primary centers.

HOW THE CONFERENCE BILL PROVISIONS 
AGREE WITH COMMITTEE SUGGESTIONS 


To those familiar with the trend of nar- 
cotic legislation in this State, the hear- 
ings of the State Narcotic Committee and 
the action of the Drug Evil Committee of 
the Judges and Justices’ Association, of 
which Justice Cornelius F, Collins is sec- 


retary, bear a most familiar likeness. 
Narcotic distribution regulation is no 
new thing—and with the exception that 


addiction has been shown to have spread 
with exceeding rapidity since the passage 
of the Boylan and the Harrison anti- 
narcotic laws—or, perhaps, has_ been 
forced more into the open, and that there 
is a present movement to prevent the 
manufacture of diacetyl morphine or 


heroin, there is little new in the present 
agitation, In fact, at the hearings of the 
State Narcotic Committee so far held, 
few new suggestions have been made to- 
ward narcotic sale regulation. 

As a matter of record for the year, and 





to refresh the minds of Reporter readers 
as to the facts in regard to State nar- 
cotic legislation, the following data has 


been compiled: 

I‘ollowing the adoption of the Boylan- 
Bloch law now on the statute books it 
was thought best by the interests in favor 
of still more definite and adequate regu- 


lation by legislative enactment to pass 
perfecting amendments to the State law, 
with a view to closing apparent loop- 
holes, and to make the scope of the law 
more comprehensive. 


As a result the Drug Trade Section of 
the New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation held a@ series of conferences, 





beginning on January 29 of this year, at 
which the following organizations were 
represented 

The Drug Trade Section, by F. lL. Me- 
Cartney, Dr. Henry C. Lovis and Thomas 
IF’, Main. 

The Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, by President Charles E. Bruce and 
Secretary Howard Barbour. 

The Citizens’ Union, by President Wil- 
liam Jay Schieffelin, who also represented 


the wholesale drug trade. 
American Manufacturing Chemists’ As- 


sociation, by Charles W. Dunn. 
New York Pharmaceutical Conference, 
by Dr. W. C. Anderson, Caswell O Mayo 





and Clarence O. Bigelow. 
The N. W. D. A., by Secretary Halliday. 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence, by 
Reinhold W. Wilcox. . 
The legal authorities were represented 
by / stant District Attorney Floyd Wil- 
mot, and the State Legislature by Sena- 





tor John_J. Boylan and Assemblyman 
Maurice Bloch. Other organizations and 
individuals were also represented. The 


result of the conferences was that a com- 
mittee was appointed to draft amend- 


ments to the existing narcotic law, and 
this committee consisted of Messrs. Bar- 


bour, 3oylan, Wilmot, Wilcox and Main. 
The result of their deliberations was the 
indorsement of the so-called ‘‘conference” 
bill, which was introduced into the Legis- 
lature by Senator Boylan, himself a mem- 
ber of the conference and of the special 
committee which drafted the measure. 
This bill followed the customary steps, 
and then, much to the surprise of the 
members of the conference and of the 
professions represented in this advisory 
body, Senator 3ovlan moved to amend 
the bill, well on the road to passage, by 
striking out everything in the measure 
following the enacting clouse, and by 
substituting the radical provisions of the 
so-called Hearst or Towns bill. 

The protest which arose immediately 
resulted in the final defeat of the measure 
is reported by Senator Boylan and the 
passage of the vote through which the 
State Narcotic Committee was given 
authority to investigate existing narcotic 


laws, to hold hearings, and to perfect— 
or at least reporting to the incoming 
Legislature—as perfect a narcotic law as 
could be devised. 


, 

Nearly five months went by before the 
committee was finally completed, and its 
hearings are now being given in different 
sections of the State. 


In addition to the work of this com- 
mittee, various organizations of a philan- 
thropic or_ charitable nature, the State 
Judges and Justices’ Assoclation, and a 
sub-committee of this body. have been 


busily engaged in preparing for additional 
legislation, unfortunately not in co-opera- 
tion with the State Narcotic Committee, 
although all these bodies may yet come 
together with the one aim in view. 

An unusual amount of narcotic has been 
selzed both in the New York underworld 
and on the persons of smugglers, and the 
result has been an unusual degree of ac- 
tivity on the part of the authorities, both 
Federal and State, with the result that 
there is a determined effort on foot to per- 
fect both the Federal (Harrison anti- 
narcotic) and the State (Boylan-Bloch) 
laws with a view to putting an end for 


all time to illegal distribution of narcotic 
drugs 
In view of the arguments advanced at 


the several hearings of the State Com- 
mittee and the suggestions as to the per- 
fection of the State law, there is more 
than ordinary interest in the provisions 
of the original ‘conference’? measure— 
since many of its provisions have been 


repeatedly advocated during the past few

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DANGER OF DEADLOCK 
OVER OIL LAND BILL 


Government Holding Out for Fuel 
Oil Reserves for Navy While Sen- 
ators Insist That Entrants Should 
Be Protected. 


NO BILL CAN BE PASSED 
WITHOUT A COMPROMISE 


Washington, Dec. 22, 1916. 
During the last week efforts have been 
made by many persons here to so amend 
the Phelan oil leasing bill as to permit 
its passage by Congress before the end 
of the present session. This bill provides 
for the leasing of oil lands on the public 


domain, and although its features are ob- 
noxious to the delegations in Congress 
from the Western States they have fin- 
ally given their sanction to it because 
it has been demonstrated that unless the 
vil] on the public domain is developed 
with the benefit of royalty to the govern- 
ment, it would be impossible to develop 
it at ali. 

Conservationists have carried on so 
strong a propaganda that the idea of 


permitting these oil and phosphate lands 
lo go into private hands is no longer pos- 
sible. Western Senators and Representa- 
tives contended that as the people of the 
Kastern States had beem permitted to 


enter and make homesteads on govern- 
ment land, without withholding from 
them the rights in mineral resources, the 


same privilege should be granted to peo- 
ple in che Western States. However, they 
contention and it 


have abandoned this : 
seemed that the Phelan general leasing 
bill was in a fair way to be enacted into 
law, when the Secretary of the Navy 
made vigvurous protests against permit- 
ting any private persons to have any in- 
terest in naval oil reserves Nos. 1 and 2, 
located in California and Wyoming. This 
public land set aside as oil reserves for 
the use of the navy was the subject of 
many claims by people who had entered 
upon it when the withdrawal order was 
issued. 


Effect of Southern Pacific Case. 


The courts of California recently held 
that the Southern Pacific Railroad is en- 
titled tv patents in oil reserve No. 2, 
the patents claimed by them having been 
in effect for six years and the courts 
held that they could not be attacked at 
this time. For this reason it seems dif- 
ficult for the Navy Department to get 
control of that property, as the drilling 


rights under this decision will be secured 


to the railroad company unless some 
means can be devised for a transfer of 
those rights to the government. 

There are many other claimants on 
these navy vil reserves, many of whom 
entered in good faith prior to the with- 


drawal ‘order. However, the Secretary of 


the Navy, the Department of Justice, 
and the Interior Department are today 
strongly in favor of having the oil in 
these lands reserved for the exclusive 
benefit of the government, and as a pro- 
tection against the navy ever needing oil 
for its ships. 
Sub-committee at Work. 


It is to untangle this complication that 
the Senate and House Committees on 
Public Lands have appointed sub-com- 
mittees to hold joint sessions and to come 
to some agreement, if possible, with the 
xovernment in respect to these reserves. 
The Senate sub-committee consists of 
Senators Pittman, Phelan and Clark of 
Wyoming. The sub-committee of the 
House Committee on Public Lands con- 
sists of Representatives Ferris, chair- 
man; Taylor, of Colorado, and Lenroot. 


During the past week these sub-com- 
mittee have held three sessions, to 
which no one has been admitted except 


representatives of the several depart- 


meiits of the government and at which 
Ways and means for settling the oil re- 
serves disagreement have been consid- 
ered 

It is well understood that unless the 
bill ean be satisfactorily amended in this 
respect there can be no legislation for 
he leasing of oil lands on the public do- 


main at this session of Congress. 

For some days it has appeared that 
there is danger of a deadlock with the 
navy insisting upon exclusive rights in 
these reserves and some Senators like- 
wise insisting that those who have en- 
tered these lands in good faith should 


not be ejected from them without consid- 
eration of their rights.

French, Threatened by Gasoline 
Famine, Conserve Supply. 


Washington, Dec. 22, 1916. 
France is in hard straits for suffi- 


cient gasoline to keep running the army 
scout cars and automobile trucks, so es- 
sential to military operations. While this 
secret has been closely guarded officially 
it was divulged in private correspondence 
from a very reliable source in close touch 
with the military authorities. 

So serious is the threatened famine that 
the French Government has taken official 
action regulating the supply of petrol for 
automobiles. 

In order to conserve the supply of 
electricity, gas and mineral oil, guarding 
against a shortage for military purposes, 
a police ordinance has been issued for 
Paris and the Department of the Seine, 
authorized by the French Government, 
requiring the shops to close at 6 o’clock. 
This affects the stores, cafes and all 
places other than are kept open for abso- 
lute necessities. The theatres and mov- 
ing picture shows are restricted to cer- 
tain nights. But this regulation does not 
affect the pharmacists, which is the most 
important exception. 

A severe lighting famine threatens prac- 
tically all France. Heat, light and power

TRADE NAME COMMITTEE OF N. P., O. &. V. A. 
WORKING AGGRESSIVELY ON PROPAGANDA 


Db W Kdgerly, chairman of the Trade 
Name Committee of the National Paint, 
Oi! and Varnish Association, has made 
a report showing just what the commit- 
tee has in hand, and along just what 
lines the work of the immediate future 
will be undertaken. The report follows:— 

It its gratifying to note the increasing 
and more serious interest in trade names 
by the members of our association. Also 
the increase in number of mames regis- 
tered with our Bureau of Trade Names. 
Our present book of trade names is al- 
most largely due to the personal solici- 
tation and work of the past secretaries 
of the association. It seems strange that 
our members have had to be urged and 
personally requested to send in_ their 
trade names for registration. We are 
in the transition stage from the state 
where the actual value of a trade name 
was recognized, to the state, due to pres- 
ent and future trading conditions, where 
it will be realized that it is essential. 
Many of our members have not awakened 
to this latter fact as yet. The legal 
phase of trade names is constantly chang- 
ing, but the legal status and growth have 
been phenomenal within the last ten 
years Your Committee of Trade Names 
is forcing the growth of your registered 
list of trade names as fast as our mem- 
bers co-operate with us. 

We are now prepared to start active 
and immediate work on the following:— 


“Registered” Trade 
Name List. 


It is an established fact that our mem- 
bers should accept the same whether 
they know amd recognize the pros and 
cons, that a public record of a trade name 
is of value and strengthens the legal 
possession of the registrant. Registra- 
tion with our association gives a general 
publicity unlike any other. We, there- 
fore. want the different concerns to send 
in for registration their trade names and 
to make a point of “doing it now.” There 
is no better time than when one is look- 
ing over and considering the facts and 
figures of his business, which is usual at 


Association 


the end of a business year and the begin- 
ning of a new 

We cannot in a short letter give our 
thoughts on the types and kind of names 
that should be selected. We have col- 
lected considerable data as to this, but 
one thought predominates. Why decide 
yourself, or leave it to mpn in your 
business who are not familiar with the 
facts as to what makes a real trade 
name? Why spend a lot of money in ad- 
vertising and salesmam’s expense, accu- 
mulative as the years go on, on a trade 
name, when a small sum of money ex- 
pended with a patent attorney will give 
you most valuable information? This 
applies to new name selected, as we note 
that the general tendency is to get very 
close to the debatable line of what is a 
rea] trade name, as expressed in our 
rules for registration, also information, 
given on the application blank for our 
“registered” trade names. The commit- 
tee will aid as far as possible, but we 
are not patent attorneys. As to trade 
names in use for some years, it is better 
to register them as a factor in future 
protection 


‘“Non-Registered’’ Trade Name List. 


This is new to our association, having 
been adopted at the last convention. The 
value is in having om file for information 
all and any names used in our industry. 
This supplements our public “registered” 
list and in a short time will be most 
complete in character if our members co- 
operate. Anyone in your concern can 
make up this list by sending in every 
name of any kind, character or sort that 
you think is a trade name and is used 
in any way in your business. 

Therefore, we wish that our members 
would send to Secretary Horgan for the 
two above mentioned hlanks and trv in- 
dividually some of President Elting’s 
“Full Speed Ahead” in its application to 
trade names. 

Your committee has under advisement 
the issuing of a new complete vnublished 
list to appear in the spring of 1917, so 
now is the time for our members to sub- 
mit their trade names so that they will

Three Occupational Disease Codes in 
Paint Industry in Pennsylvania 
Instead of One. 


A compromise has been effected between 
the Pennsylvania paint manufacturers 
and the State Department of Labor and 
Industry, following the protest to the 
State Board that the proposed code rela- 
tive to the prevention of occupational dis- 
eases did not work out in practice. The 
result of this action was that three codes 
will be substituted for the one proposed 
by the State, one for white lead manufac- 
turing plants, one for color makers and 
one for the paint grinders and ready- 
mixed paint manufacturers. : 

These codes are not yet ready for dis- 
tribution, as the copy is in the hands of 
the State Printer at Harrisburg. 

It is generally held by the paint men 
that there are certain necessary precau- 
tions to be exercised in the interest_of the 
health of makers of white lead, lead prod- 
ucts and poisonous pigments, but that no 
stringent restrictions have been_ shown 
necessary in the color grinding and ready- 
mixed paint industries. 


Paint Manufacturers’ Club of Balti- 
more Advocates Linseed Oil 
Sale by Pound. 


At a meeting of the Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Club of Baltimore, held recently, 
it was resolved that the Paint Manufac- 
turers’ Club, of Baltimore, place them- 
selves on record as advocating the adop- 
tion of a plan whereby linseed oil will 
be sold by the crushers by the pound and 
not by the gallon as heretofore, and also 
that a standard of temperature should 
be adopted at which this weight should 
be determined,

In the case of Charles Boldt Company 
vs. the Baitimore and Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany et al. the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has held that the rate of 56 
cents per 100 pounds on glass bottles in 
carloads from Fairmont, W. Va., to 
Chattanooga, Tenn., is unreasonable to 
the extent it exceeds the aggregate of 
the intermediate rates contemporaneously 
in effect to and from Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Reparation is awarded. The complain- 
ant is a corporation of Cincinnati, Ohio.

Paint Manufacturers’ Association 
Circulating Trigg Plan for Co- 


operative Advertising. 


The Educational Bureau of the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United 
States is sending out to members copies 
of the “Plan for Co-operative Advertis- 
ing,’ as presented. with che approval of 
the Educational Bureau. by Ernest T. 
Trigg at the annual meeting in this city, 
November 17, and at that time printed in 
full in the Reporter. 

In his letter Secretary G. B. Heckel 
says that never has an opportunity been 
presented to the industry in which money 
invested will be so certain to produce 
results. The plan is absolutely feasible 
and offers the only possible way to in- 
crease the consumption of paint on a 
large scale. The bureau hopes to launch 
the plan in the near future, 





Another Thought on “Co-operative 
Advertising” from Mr. Trigg. 


In connection with the plan for co- 
operative advertising on the part of the 
paint industry, Mr. Trigg wishes to call 
attention to one thought brought out in 
a general way, as follows:— 

“Such an influence as would be ex- 
erted by this sort of campaign is 
especially opportune, in view of the 
high prices made necessary by pres- 
‘nt conditions. If the advances which 
have already been made, together 
with those which seem imminent, have 
the effect of curtailing consumption 
as some of the manufacturers think 
they will, then it is eSpecially neces- 
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sary to impress the consumer with the 
fact that he must use paint when 
needed, no matter what the cost. If 
this campaign is launched soon after 
the first of the year, so that your 
Story will have been told at least 
two or three times before the spring 
painting season opens, it will un- 
doubtedly save a large part of the 
—— which might otherwise be 
ost.”"

LINSEED OIL, 
A very quiet week was reported by 


local handlers of linseed oil. Consid- 
ering the slow trading movement 
prices were remarkably steady and 


crushers were not anxious enough for 
business to grant concessions from the 
quoted levels. Fer car lots the quota- 
tion was maintained at 92c. per gallon 
and this price also was named for ship- 
ment over the next two or three 
months, although the time for which 
spot prices held good differed accord- 
ing to seller. In all cases the quotation 
for deferred deliveries was strong and 
was higher than the spot price. Tne 
lowest price heard for February for- 
ward was 8c. and going still further 
on the price increased, as t.me of de- 
livery became more distant. There was 
no heavy trading in futures and con- 
sumers who are not already covered 
are holding off pending developments. 
The change in the European situation 


With peace talk coming to the front 
has aroused much comment as to the 
effect such an occurrence would have 
on the oil market and generally it is 


held that peace would result in higher 
prices for both seed and o.1, though at 
first the markets might be unsettled 
and possibly go lower. 


With the close of inland navigation 
the shipments of seed to the markets 


of the Northwest have become smaller, 
and late this week heavy falls of snow 
were reported and tratfic was made 
more difficult. There is a difference of 
opinion regarding the amount of seed 
held in the country, but even taking 
the highest estimate basis for 
reckoning the crop and it will be seen 
that the largest part of the production 
already has been sent to market. Re- 
serve stocks therefore do not threaten 
to be a bearish factor. There is noth- 
ing new from the Argentine, but prices 
at Buenos Aires were firm during the 
period Shipments from the Argentine 
included 37,000 bushels to this country 
and 253,000 bushels to Europe. Total 
shipments from the Argentine since the 
first of the year are only about two- 
thirds what they were in the corre- 
sponding period last year.

COTTONSEED OIL, 


The market has experienced consider- 
able irregularity in price movements 
during the interval, but the close was 
slightly higher than final prices for the 
previous week. Conditions prevailing 
in the cotton and securities markets 
have not been of a character to stimu- 
late bullish enthusiasm in oil. Peace 
overtures have proved unfavorable to 
the maintenance of values, and liquida- 
tion has been the paramount feature 
in nearly every important commodity 
market, Under such conditions, new 
buying interest has been restricted, yet 
oil offerings have been absorbed and 
the market shows small net advances 
at the close. There has been a scarcity 
of oil for immediate delivery, and De- 
cember oil has proved the strongest 
option in the list. Deliveries of oil 








have been moderate and are said to 
have landed in a prominent soapmak- 
ing kettle. Demand for consumption, 
however, is reported light, and there 
is an inclination to limit purchases to 
actual necssities. Refiners are not 
sanguine over trade prospects, and 
state that export business is slow and 
difficult to place. Crude oil has ruled 
about steady at 82@83c. a gallon in the 
Southeast on very light trading. In 
Texas 81@82c. has been quoted, al- 
though dealers have named 82c. a gal- 
lon nominal most of the time. The 
holiday season is On in the South and 
no important movement of crude oil is 
expected until after January 1. The 
position of greases, tallows and com- 
peting oils is reported a little easier. 
There seems to be an inclination to 
realize on fats in the West and this is 
having a depressing influence here. 
Pure lard is moving in an uncertain 
manner on account of the enormous 
shipments of live hogs to Western 
packing points. A fair demand is re- 
ported for lard compound and oleo- 
margarine. Makers of the former 
product have been the principal buyers 
of crude oil. Below is a detailed mar-

Refined peanut closed high- 
er than last week and sellers were 
asking $1@1.05 per gallon, with crude 
quoted at 88@90c per gallon, according 
to quality. Imports for the ten months 
ending October, 1916, totaled 1,947,633 
gallons, as compared with 696,198 gal- 
lons for the same period last year. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Offerings of this 
commodity were light and, while trad- 
ing during the week was dull, sellers 
are asking the highest prices for the 
year. This is due to the strength of 
the foreign markets and the scarcity 
of available supplies. Arrivals of 250 
barrels of oil were noted this week 
from Hull, but this lot, it was reported, 
arrived on former contracts. Blown 
oil was firm at the close and quoted 
at $1.15@1.17 per gallon, with English 
refined at $1.10@1.12 per gallon. Jap- 
anese oil prices were nominal at 974c 
per gallon. Imports of rapeseed oil 
for the month of October were 68,983 
gallons, as against 174,933 gallons for 
the same time last year. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Quiet conditions 
were noted in the local soya bean oil 
situation during the past week. Con- 
sumers did not show any inclination 
to procure supplies and the market 
was stagnant. Prices were unchanged 
and sellers quoted 11%@12c for spot de- 
livery, according to quantity, and 
sales of small lots were reported at 
12%,c per pound.

Chile Importing Less American 
Leather Dye, as Experiments 
Are Not Satisfactory. 


Washington, Dec. 2, 1916 

For some years the United States has 
been the principal source of supply of 
the leather dyes imported into Chile, but 
prior to 1915 it had little share in the 
general dyestuff trade with that coun- 
try. Both the leather and cloth dyés im- 
ported are chiefly the blacks. The yel- 
low dyes for leather are obtained from 
algarobilla, which is native to Chile. Dur- 
ing the present year the United States 
has been depended upon for Chile’s sup- 
ply of nigrosine. 


Statistics of the imports of alizarin 









Chile presents a very limited market for 
dyes and dyestuffs because of the small 
development of the textile industry. The 
mills making stockings and underwear 
and knit goods in general import dyed 
yarns for color work and consume only 
a small quantity of dyes. 

The experiments so far made with 
American dyes in this country have not 
been entirely satisfactory. One local con- 
cern reports that it obtained a very curt- 
ous type of violet color on middy cloth 
through the use of an American dye 
which should have given a navy blue, 
and that one lot of cotton trouserings 
was spoiled in the dyeing because of the 
irregular and splotchy effect of the dye. 

Some 60 per cent. of all the dye imports 
are received at Valparaiso. Talcahuano 
is the second port of importance in this 
line and receives about 4% per cent. of 


the dyestuffs other than leather dyes. 
The imports at Talcahuano are princi- 
pally for the cloth mills at Tome, near 


Concepcion, at which place more wool is 
dyed than in any other section of Chile. 

Dyes are imported to some extent by 
the local knitting mills, cloth mills, and 
shoe factories (which operate their own 
tanneries). They are also imported as 
stoc« or on order by the large importing 
houses. 

The following are the duties on dye- 
stuffs as stated in the Chilean customs 
tariff of 1916:—Alizarin and imitations, 
fuchsine, rosaniline, nigrosine, and an- 
iline dyes in general, 1.% pesos gold per 
kilo legal weight (net weight plus in- 
terior packing), or $0.20 per pound; anil 
or indigo, indigotine, natural or syn- 
thetic, 1.80 peso gold per kilo gross 
weight, or $0.30 per pound; cochineal and 
lac dye, 0.9 nerso gold per kilo gross 
weight, or $0.15 per pound: carmine, 7.50 
pesos gold per kilo legal weight (net 
welght plus interior packing), or $1.24 per 
pound; dyes, not otherwise specified, for 
dyeing leather, 0.18 peso gold per kilo 
weight, or $9.03 per pound.

President H, C. Brown, of the Cotton 
seed Crushers’ Association of Georgia, calls 
attention to a letter from one of the mem

number of cold press mills had been erect 
ed and the erection of others was contem 


plated for the purpose of crushing pea- 
nuts This gentleman says he cannot 
understand why people will erect cold 
press mills for the purpose of crushing 
peanuts when they can be crushed in the 
ordinary hydraulic cottonseed oil mill 
unless it !s that they are in ignorance 
of the fact that a hydraulic mill can 
handle the proposition 


The erection of cold press mills for this 
purpese means the spending of money 
unnecessarily, and it also means intensi- 
fving the present over-crowded crushing 
capacity of the mills in the State. Pea- 
nuts can be crushed in the mills that are 
now crushing cottonseed, without the in- 
stallation of additional equipment 

The crushing of peanuts by 
mills has heen agitated for some time 
says President Brown, but the trouble 
eeems to he to get hold of some fixed. 
definite and practical plan which can be 
worked out. 

The farmer is not going to plant pnea- 
nuts in a wholesale wav unless he knows 
he is going to find a market for them

Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Dec. 23, 1916. 


The crude petroleum market is climb- 
ing slowly but steadily, and it is now 
anticipated that the fields that have 
not already seen record prices—and 
there are two, Ohio and Pennsylvania 

will at least equal the high of last 
Winter without sign of check. 

The natural consequence of this in- 
crease is looked for in higher prices 
for the refined products, aspecially 
gasoline, with still higher prices for 
gasoline in the spring. Kerosene still 
holds down, although on Friday the 
export price of refined oil in cases was 
increased one cent a gallon in case 
goods only, making the price 11.75 
cents, and the highest price in the his- 
tory of that field. Mid-continent, 
North Texas, Ohio, North and South 
Lima and Caddo light have still some 
advance to make before they reach the 
previous high for the year. 

The first advances came out at the 
opening of the week with a 10-cent in- 
crease posted by the Texas Company 
on Oklahoma, Kansas, Caddo light and 
De Soto light crude, making the rate 
$1.20 for mid-continent and Caddo and 
$1.10 for De Soto 

Immediately following came word of 
the increase of quotations by five cents 


on North and South Lima, Indiana, 
Wooster, Illinois and Princeton, with a 
10-cent increase on Plymouth. The 


Standard Company met the Texas in- 
m Caddo light and De Soto and 
in addition lifted Crichton 10 cents. 
Then came a surprise. For the first 
time in the history of the petroleum 
industry the independents raised the 
price above that paid by the old-line 
companies, the Sinclair Oil and Refin-

ing Company, according to advices 
from Tulsa, lifting mid-continent 19 
cents to $1.30, which made their price 


more than the regular price &’&mnounced 
two days before. President Crawford 
of the Sinclair Company is quoted as 
saying that this increase Means more 
to the independents than any step 
heretofore taken in that field.

Down in the Gulf Coast division the 
new production for the week ending 
December 16 was 5,800 barrels, as com- 
pared with 13,650 barrels for the week 
previous. The total daily production of 
the Gulf Coast for the week ending De- 
cember 16 is estimated at 57,185 barrels,

barrels; Batson, 1,625; Saratoga, 2,000; 
Spindletop, 865; Markham, 470; Dayton,

ton, 3400. There were, however, two 
good developments in the Goose Creek 
ind Edgerly fields on December 16 and 
17. On the 16th the Gulf Refining Com- 
pany’s No. 4 Mocre, at Edgerly, came 
in, flowing 4,500 barrels a day, while on 
the next day the Humble Oil Company’s 
No. 1 Tabb was gotten under control, 
with a production of 1,200 barrels a 
day, and later reports indicate the well 
is growing stronger. 

The situation in Wyoming is growing 
brighter the days pass, but while 
rich in high-grade oil it is theught now 
that it can hardly do more than make 
up the rapidly growing deficiency in the 
older Pennsylvania and Eastern fields. 
The most important oil strike made 
there for months is the new find along 
Powder River, in Natrona county, and 
all the leading producing companies in 
the country are reported to be drilling 
in the Powder River extension of the 
Salt Creek field. Many new leases have 
been made in the State, and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of Eastern capi- 
tal are represented in the companies 
exploiting this petroleum center. 

The daily production of the North 
Louisiana field remains in the vicinity 
of 25,000 barrels a day, although little 
new production is being added. What 
a prolific pool has tcen

The reports frem the Texas Pan- 
handle seem to indicate that during 


the month of November the production 
of oil increased there with runs of 754,- 


919 barrels, deliveries of 762,891 and

In California the discrepancy  be- 


tween production and shipments is still 
evidenced. November production is 
placed at 263,209 barrels daily, a decline 


of 3,311 barrels, as compared with Oc- 
tober, while shipments were 310,008 
barrels, as compared 6,356 daily less 
during the previous month. This is a 
new high record for shipments. The 
total crude oil stocks on November 
30 are placed at 45,914,181 barrels, 


while the total shipments for Novem- 
ber from the fields are stated to be 


9,300,235 barrels. Forty-eight wells 
were completed during November and 
the daily production is placed at 263,209 
barrels, 


REFINED PRODUCTS, 


Outside of the advance in export case 
oil already noted and the tendency 
toward high prices generally for re- 
fined products this market has given 
no indications of anything out of the 
ordinary. The Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana has raised the price of gaso- 
line One cent a gallon in its territory, 
the present quotation being 17% cents. 
Export prices on gasoline and naph- 
thas in cases were also raised 1 cent a 
gallon, 

Ulluminating oil expert shipments to- 
taled 11,524,735 gallons for the week, as 
compared with 3,169,685 for the week 


previous, while the total shipments 
since January 1 aggregate 397,132,095 
gallans, as compared with 382,903,225 


gallons for the same period in 1915. 

Gasoline exports totaled 193,155 gal- 
lons during the week, as compared with 
338,360 gallons for the previous week, 
with a total of 21,844,070 gallons for the 
year, 

Petroleum charters for the week in- 
cluded a British steamer with 8,000 bar- 
rels of refined, Baltimore to Rouen, pri- 
vate terms (Dec.-Jan.), and the Nor- 
wegian bark Skansen I, 15,000 barrels 
of refined, Philadelphia to the United 
Kingdom (prompt). 


MINERAL LUBRICANTS, 


No change has occurred in the min- 
eral lubricants market. The demand 
from all quarters continues active and 
the tene of the market is generally 
strong. There is a healthy export and 
demestic demand for future deliveries. 
It is believed that the upward tendency 
of crude will be reflected in time in 
quotable changes in lubricant prices.

The Supreme Court at Austin in the case of

Big Muddy Oil Deal, 


The largest of] land deal in Wyoming since 
the formation of the Midwest Oil Company five 
years ago was consummated in New York 
when the Merritt Oil Corporation, a $6,000,000 
concern, largely owned by the Midwest Refin- 
ing Company and a group of New York bank- 
ers, took over the holdings of the Merritt 
Oil Company, A. E. Humphreys and his asso- 
ciates and those of several independent opera- 
tors in the Big Muddy field, fifteen miles east 
of Casper. The price paid for the property, 
which consists of approximately 5,000 acres, 
mostly held under lease from the University 
of Wyoming, is reported to have been more 
than $2,500,000. 

Of even greater interest than the sub- 
stantial interest in a new field which prob- 
ably is as rich, if not richer, than the Salt 
Creek field, is the fact that if the new dis- 
trict proves to be as successful as the pro- 
moters of the new ccrporation believe it will 
be, a pipeline will be constructed from Wyo- 
ming to @maha, thus providing a market for 
the crude oils of that State and insuring higher 
prices than are now paid for them. Such a 
pipeline already has been surveyed by the IIli- 
nois Pipeline Company, a Standard Oil sub- 
sidiary, and the estimated cost is about i 
000, 000, The Illinois Company already is in 
Wyoming, having two short lines, one from 
the Grass Creek field to the Burlington near 
Thermopolis and the other from Elk Basin 
to Frannie. 

The Merritt Oil Corporation has entered into 
a contract with the Midwest Refining Company 
under which it will operate the new field, 
except 500 acres on which is the 3,100-foot well 
drilled by the Merritt Oil Company. This 
tract is jointly owned by the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany and the Merritt Corporation, and the 
former will operate it. The Midwest Company 
also will obtain the production from the field, 
refining it at Casper, and arrangements are 
now being made looking toward the erection 
of additional stills at the plant. If a pipeline 
is built the production will be sold in part 
to the company owning the pipeline 

While most of the land is owned by the State 
University of Wyoming and leased originally 
to the Merritt Oil Company and the Humphrey) 
Syndicate, there is some located land on which 
diseeveries were made long before the recent 
withdrawal by President Wilson, and also some 
deeded tracts 

The new company has {ssued 600,000 shares 
of $110 par value, trading in which t6ok place 
in New York today for the first time. sales 
i made at 12. Carl H. Pforzsheimer. 
well known as a broker in Standard Oil stocks 
and in the shares of the Midwest Refining 
Company is head of the syndicate, which is 
selling the stock Associated with him is the 
banking firm of Hayden, Stone & Co., who are 
interested in the First National Bank of Den- 
ver, and several other private bankers One 
bleck of stock has been placed with Dines & 
Co., of Denver, but aside from those imme 
diately connected with the corporation no 
other Denver people have any interest in the 
concern, 

Karl C. Schuyler Is president of the com- 
pany and Theodore G. Smith, vice-president 
of the International Trust Company, is vice- 
president. The directors include several mem- 
bers of the Midwest Refining Company, A. E. 
Humphreys and his son, and a representative 
of Mr. Pforzsheimer. 

Immediate steps will be taken by the Midwest 
Retining Company to move several drilling rigs 
on the acreage taken over by the new com- 
pany, and Big Muddy, which has excited some

Pipeline Project. 


During the present week Dr. H. J. Rock, 
B. B. Ward and other South Dakota capital- 
ists have been in Casper in connection with 
business affairs of the Dakota-Wyoming and 
Aberdeen Ojl Company, which have large and 
valuable holdings in Big Muddy and Dutton 
Basin. The stay of these busy gentlemen has 
been more protracted than usual cn account of 
several transactions of considerable magnitude. 
It is reported that contracts for several deep 
wells have been let, and that conferences have 
been held with local stockholders of the Hall 
Oil Company and the Norbeck and Nicholson 
interests relative to projecting a 6-inch pipe- 
line from Bonneville to the Pilot Butte field. 
A pipeline this size would be of sufficient mag- 
nitude to transport the present production of 
the field, which is owned almost in its entirety 
by the Norbeck and Nicholson Company and 
the Hall Oil Company. 

The Hall Oil Company controls practically 
one-half of the present production of the field, 
and the Norbeck-Nicholson Company is produc- 
ing nearly all the other half. The Norbeck- 
Nicholson interests are headed by Governor 
Norbeck of South Dakota, with whom are 
identified same of South Dakota's largest cap- 
italists and moneyed interests, 

It is reported that these gentlemen are in- 
terested in the plan of building such a pipe- 
line, and that they received favorable assur- 
ances from the producers in the field in the 
event that the construction of this oil carrier 
is consummated. 


The present production of the fleld is approx- 
imately 1,500 to 2,000 barrels daily, which, 
with proper facilities for its transportation, 
and with a pipeline installed to the field, 
would be greatly increased with other deve lop. 
ments planned The construction of the pipe

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are shallow wells there. The Basin is geét- 
ting a real chance now to prove how much 
oil it contains. Geologists have stated that 
the Cheyenne River district will prove one of 
the biggest producers in the country in 
Wyoming—that is, the main field of which 
Salt Creek is a part. Many oil men feel con- 
fident that the Big Muddy field will con- 
tinue down the river clear to Douglas, With 
the numerous rigs that are working in 
various directions from Douglas there is a 
fine opportunity to get the expected strike, 
and when that comes the lid will be off in 
Douglas and the vicinity. The parties that 
are doing the test work near Douglas are 
backing up their proof of a field by action. 

The Pathfinder Oil Company, of Douglas, 
made a contract with F. O, Funk and W. 
H. Taylor to drill a test on its lease in 
section 36 in the Big Muddy end of the field. 
This is a school section recently leased and 
is considered one of the most valuable in 
that district. This company is composed 
of A, D. Kelley, of Cheyenne, president; P. 
J. O'Conner, Casper, vice-president; R, D. 
Hawley, Douglas, secretary and treasurer, 

The Douglas-Wyoming Oil Company is 
making good progress on_ its well in_ the 
Brenning Basin, as is the Midland Oil Com- 
pany, drilling one on the Cross ranch in the 
Upper La Prele, and the Cheyenne River 
Oil Company is drilling in that district, or 
in what is known as the Cheyenne River 
district. 

All Over Wyoming. 

Burkhart & Beard finished a well on the 
Smith lease, five miles north of Basin, Their 
contract called for an 1,800-foot hole, and that 
depth was reached. 

W. S. Burt arrived at Basin last week from 
Hilliard, Wash., and within a few days, as 
representative of the Fiat Oil Company, will 
begin drilling on the Torchlight dome for the 
Producers’ Oil Company. 

The Big Indian Oi| and Gas Company, capital 
of $1,000,000, has been incorporated to develop 
Wyoming oil and gas lands by Sidney East- 
wood, S. G. Sloan, M. M, Schayer, A. H. Cobb 
and W. R, Given. 

The Muddy Oil Fields Company, with a cap- 
ital of $1,250,000, to operate in Wyoming, is 
headed by G. R. Hagens, B. M. Wood and 
W. C. Morris. He 

The recently incorporated Wyoming Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company, of which H. M. Olds 
is president, S. D. Schuetz, vic e-president; Ray 
E. Lee, secretary-treasurer, and C, F. Palmer, 
manager, has secured a lease in the Big Muddy 
field and announces that drilling will begin 
early in 1917. 

James T. Hogan, of the Hogan Oil Company, 
has completed a tour of the Northern Wyom- 
ing and Montana fields. He stated that he 
was weil pleased with the amount of produc- 
tion in the different fields, and that he would 
probably enter the field for active development 
early in the coming year. 

Jhe Leidecker Tool] Company, of Basin, a 
few days ago turned out one of the largest 
pieces of steel welding ever done in Wyoming. 
This concern is receiving large amounts of 
broken machinery from the oil fields for repair, 
including tovis that have been abandoned 
owing to the high prices of freight to Eastern 
repair shops. 

Fdwin Hall, president of the Hall Oil Com- 
pany, is in New York this week begotiating 
with Eastern capitalists in regard to his com- 
pany. If the present plans are consummated 
there is a possibility of a complete reorganiza- 
tion of this concern 

At the meeting of the directors of the Dakota- 
Wyoming Oil Company, held in Casper, the 
same board management was chosen to direct 
the company’s concerns for the next twelve 
months. A deep well will be drilied imme- 
diately somewhere on the 1,100 acres in the 
Lig Muddy district, in possession of the 
Dakota-Wyoming, and possibly later on other 
wells may be drilled, Parts of sections 4 and 5, 
30 and 31, township 4, range 76, belongs to 
the concern, Which is known to humorists in 
the oil game as “‘The Dusty-Windy Oil Com- 
pany.” 

Another drilling outfit is to installed in 
Leaverhead county, Mont. W. A. McLaren, 
who with his brother, J. M. McLaren, have 
3.500 acres of oil Jand in the Sheep Creek 
Basin, a few miles west of Lima, eleft this 
week for Seattle to buy a well drilling outfit, 
It is expected that the outfit will be on the 
ground in twelve to fifteen days, when the 
machinery will be set up and active driliing 
operations wiil begin. 

The business of the Oi] Well Supply Com- 
pany, at Casper, has reached such dimensions 
that it hag outgrown its present quarters. 
The firm of Miller & McCarthy has been en- 
gaged to erect an additional warehouse directly 
adjoining the present quarters, and this will 
occupy a space 40 by 8 feet. 

The Northwest Oil Company is getting ready 
to bring in a well on section 35-34-76, in the 
Big Muddy field, where this concern is now 
busily engaged in drilling four wells at the 
present time on the Dr, Smith lease, near 
Glenrock. ‘‘When we bring in this well,’’ said 
R, C. Chappel, who has been taking complete 
charge of aftairs during the absence of the 
president, ‘‘then we shal] start on a deep well.’’ 

The Ohio Company has ceased drilling on its 
well seventeen miles from the Lost Soldier field 
on account of the severe cold weather, but as 
soon as the weather again opens will resume 
operations, 

Jamestown, (N. Y.) capitalists are interested 
in the Interstate Petroleum Company, which is 
operating on the Bob Veitch ranch, two miles 
west of Big Muddy. This company has secured 
e on 400 acres of deeded land and has 
ssed to a depth of 650 feet with the first 






















The Hall Oil Company will soon start a deep 
well in the Pilot Butte Dome field, in Fre- 
mont county. This company has six shal ow 
sand wells already finished in the field, but 
the new well will test the lower sands if there 
are any to test. The well will be started right 
after the new year comes. It is estimated that 
the drill will have to go from 1,700 to 2,200 
feet in order to find the same formation as 
found in the Salt Creek field. This company 
controls about 2,500 acres in the Pilot field. 

The Greybull Oil and Development Company 
has drilled in a dry hole near Greybuil at a 
depth of 1,680 feet. No oil was found, but the 
sand was several] feet in thickness, but was 
evidently near a break in the formation. Man- 
ager IE-dwards believes that a few feet in any 
direction from the dry hole will be found oil 
in paying quantities. The company will not 
give up, but will test the lease further, 

The Ohio Oil Company has been driiling on 
a lease near Arminto, Natrona county, and the 
rumors are persistent to the effect that oil has 
been found in commercial quantities at a depth 
of 1,100 feet. Some years ago the Northwest- 
ern Oil Company found oil in drilling for 
water, and the geologists are encouraging in 
their predictions as to the future of the fields 
at that point. Every new oil discovery helps 
the adjacent territory, and the Powder River 
companies are jubilant over this rumored find 
near Arminto. The town has always done 
iness in outfitting the string of sheep 
Wagons that trail through there, but aside 
from this profitable field there is little else to 
stir the pools of commerce, The discovery of 
oil will mean big things to the town. 

The Antigo Qil Company, with headquarters 








at Casper, has 9 capital of $1,000,000, and the 
directors are Julius Lever, R. E. Wertz, &. 
Hi, Pope, J. A. Cody and W. A. Blackmore. 


Eastern Petroleum Review. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Dec. 20, 1916. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the 
week chows a heavy decline in finished wells, 
preduction, dry holes and gas wells, but this 
is no more than can be expected at this season 
of the year. With the holidays so close at 
hand oil men that are operating in fields away 
from their homes, being anxious to spend the 
Christmas and New Year’s with their fam- 
ilies and friends, are making no new locations 
for wells, but are rushing up the finishing of 
their wells now drilling, and will then take 
a few weeks’ needed vacation. Active work 
will hardly start for a few weeks after the 
end of the year, but then real activity is 
looked for. In the fields between the Rocky 
Mountains and the ‘Mississippi ‘River work will 
continue on through the winter, as the weather 
conditions, especially in the Southwest, are not 
so severe as in the North and East. There 
will be more or less work done during the win- 
ter in the high-grade fields, but nothing like 
what is done during the summer months. 
Further advances in the prices of oil in the 
high-grade fields has caused operators in the 
older producing sections to increase their ef- 
forts to complete the work under way and to 
get their leases in the best shape possible for 
the winter season. The cold weather has come 
a little early, and many lease owners were 
caught with wells not properly equipped for 
zero weather, and much trouble has been had 
on that account. In certain localities scarcity 
of water is causing some delay, and inability 
to get delivery of pipe and material is another 
source of worry. ‘There is an unusual demand 
for casing, and second-hand material is com- 
manding as much as new did a few months 
ago. 

The discovery of a congested pool occasion- 
ally is all that keeps up the interest in por- 
tions of the high-grade fields, as the old fields 
are well defined, and even with the discovery 
of small pools they are preceded by numerous 
dry holes and discouraging events in develop- 
ment. However, a rising market will witness 
an unusual activity in the oil fields with the 
coming spring. The wildcatter is taking no- 
tice now, and while active work may not be 
commenced at this season of the year, there 
will be many plans for early work in the 
spring. 

General conditions of the supply and demand 
point to a higher market for the winter and 
spring months, it being almost impossible for 
a decline in the market to take place under 
the existing conditions, and for this reason 
operators are looking several months ahead in 
making their plans One feature that cannot 
be ov yoked in the advance of the market 
s the inspiration to the wildcatter to further 
efforts in both Kentucky and West Virginia, 
where the best prices are being received for the 

at the wells. West Virginia is the only 
section in the far eastern part of the field 
that offers any real inducement for test work, 
and a decline in the market a few months 
ago caused a let-up in wildcat work in the 
southwestern section of the Little Mountain 
State. Kentucky is holding its own in a re- 
markable manner and stands for great activ- 
ity the coming summer, as does Tennes . 

In Southwestern Pennsylvania, in eene 
county, the previous week showed a well 
drilled by the Carnegie Gas Company on the 
George KE. Isinminger tract, in Spring Hill 
township, that produced a little better than 
1) barrels at only a few feet in the sand. 
This well has been drilled deeper and is pro- 
ducing at the rate of fifty barrels an hour 
which is the initial well on the tract. No. 2 
well is also producing close to 100 barrels, 
but will be driiled deeper, when it is expected 
that it will be fully as productive as No. 1. 
The teriitory surrounding these two wells is 
mostly held by the large gas concerns, and 
will be thoroughly drilled over for oil The 
Manufacturers’ Light and Heat Company con- 
trol a large acreage around the two gushers, 
and has four rigs started for that number of 
wells. The Carnegie Company is drilling Nos. 
3 and 4 on the Isinminger tract. These two 
companies will start no less than a dozen weils 
in the vicinity of the gushers. Meals, Phillips 
& Morris have a rig in for a well on the 
Wilson Miller tract, north of the first gusher 
on the farm, There is room around the Isin 
minger tract for quite a respectable pool of 
considerable dimensions, and will be drilled 
for all it is worth. 

The sand in the gusher well on the Isin- 
minger tract, Greene county, is the Gordon 
sand, and found at a depth of between 3,300 
and 3,400 feet, and very expensive to drill. 
The territory is not the kind that appeals 
to hte average oil man of small means, but 
the gas companies, in drilling mostly for 
gaz, take the chances, and when they strike 
a big oil gusher it means just so much 
additional funds for the stockholders, which 
is better than a dry hole, 


From All Over Oildom. 


Contract has been let for the drilling of 
the first well in Pueblo county, Colorado. A 
test will be drilled to a depth of 2,500 feet, 
if oil is not found at a shallower depth, by 
the Columbine Oil and Gas Company in the 
Whitehorse Park district, 

Work will be started by the first of the 
year on the $1,000,009 refinery which the 
Ohio Cities Gas Company, through affiliated 
companies, will build in the Cabin Creek 
district of Kanawha county, West Virginia. 

A drilling machine has been shipped from 
the Oklahoma fields to Roswell, New Mexico, 
for the drilling of a purely wildcat well 
about fourteen miles north of that town. The 
test will be the property of the Toltec Oi! 
Company, and its outcome will be watched 
with much interest, 

At a meeting recently held at Columbus, 
Ohio, directors of the Ohio Cities Gag Com- 
pany announced that plans for financing 
the company’s recently addeq Western inter- 
ests would soon be made known. The ac- 
quired properties in the mid-continent field 
are to be improved on the same extensive 
basin adopted by the company in its Ohie 
and West Virginia operations, R. W. Mec- 
Ilvaine is to be transferred to Oklahoma 
from West Virginia to superintend the cor- 
poration’s work there, 

Stockholders of the Uniteqd Fuel Gas Com- 
pany, Hope Natural Gas Company and the 
Philadelphia Gas Company have been noti- 
fied that work on a 20-inch pipeline is 
proceeding. Columbus, Ohio, is to have a 
larger gas supply as a consequence. 

Benbow City, Ill, was “founded” twelve 
years ago. At one time the so-called city 
had 87 inhabitants and 23 saloons, outlying 
territory furnishing most of the patronage. 
The Standard Oi] Company has bought the 
“city’’ and it is to be used as storage and 
switching yards, As a boom city that 
failed, the Benbow place has had a pictur- 
esque career.

Increased Consumption of Cocoa in 
1916 Over 1915. 


A growing consumption of 
and cocoa is indicated in the greatly in- 
creased imports of crude cocoa into the 
United States during the last fiscal year 
A total of 243,232,000 pounds were pur- 
chased abroad during the fiscal year 1916, 
which is 50,000,000 pounds more than was 
bought in 1915 and double the imports of 
1910. Some of the producing countries are 
now shipping to the United States direct 
instead of through European middlemen. 
One instance in 1916 was a direct shipment 
of 25,000,000 pounds from British West Af- 
rica, imports from which country hereto- 
fore reached the United States via Eng- 
land. There were marked increases in 
shipments from Brazil, Portugal and

Mid-Continent Fields. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec, 20, 1916. 


“Things’’ are moving fast now in Oildom, 
and the mid-continent field is no exception to 


the rule. Some months ago we stated in this 
correspondence that it was the judgment of 
the writer that when prices started upward 


again they would go higher than ever before, 
so far as this field was concerned. At this 
writing it looks very much as if that predic- 
tion were going to be verified. On Monday of 
this week the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 


announced the third 10-cent advance in less 
than a month, bringing the posted price to 
$1.20 a barrel. The other pipeline companies 
followed suit, But on Wednesday the Sin- 


clair Oil Corporation pulled off an unusual and 
spectacular stunt, that started all tongues 


wagging, by going the pipelines one better 
and posted a price of $1.30 a barrel. Just 


what the action means is not apparent on the 
surface. The Sinclair Company owns four re- 
fineries—at Vinita, Coffeyville, Cushing and 
Chanute, besides a small plant at Muskogee. 
It has been generally understood the company 
produced enough oil to supply its own require- 








ments. If it does the object of the move is 
not plain. Indeed, it has been supposed the 
company was actually selling crude itself. sut 
it does not matter much what the object of 
the Sinclair company was, so far as this par- 
ticular connection is concerned We were 
saying things are doing, and this very un- 
usual action proves the assertion. But the 


action of the Sinclair company is not the first 
instance of its kind in the history of the 
field by any means. For several years the 
Petroleum Products Company of Independence 


paid a pipeline premium above the Prairie. 
Others did likewise. Again, it will be re- 
called that only about a year ago the Texas 
Company caused considerable consternation by 


announcing it would pay 10 cents a barrel ad- 


vance over the posted price for all oil it took 
into its lines. (But the order did not stand 
long. The announcement was made to stop oll 
being turned from its lines to others to take 
advantage of premium However, the action 
of the Sinclair company may have the effect 


of starting a regular premium stampede. 


Everything Favors High Prices. 





Everything is favorable right now to un- 
paralleled high prices in this field. In the 
first place, in spite of winter, there is a strong 
demand for gasoline; there are more winter 
cars than a year ago. There is less crude to 
meet this demand than there was a year ago. 
There are no big gusher pools in sight any- 
where. Fewer wells are being drilled. In 
this field only about 650 wells a month have 
been dried lately, in contrast with 1,300 a 
few months ago, when the price was ying 
down. <And the Lord is on the side of the 
market. Winter and deterrent weather have 
set in unusually early this year to prevent a 
big rush to the drill. If there is not a big 
increase in drilling operations before spring, 


and if no gusher pools are found, the price in 
this field will go to $1.75 or 2 a barrel. 
There are so many new refineries, old 

are increasing their capacity and the demand 
for motor fuel is growing so fast that—well, 
everybod has his head turned. 

And right in the midst of all this amazing 
prosperity there is lurking ominous clouds 
The man who sounds the alarm is never pop- 
ular. He is generally looked upon as a pessi- 
mist. But be it so, he serves his purpose. 
There is danger ahead for the oil industry if 
caution is not exercised. We are rushing our 
fool iegs uff now; we may have no to rush 
on later. Of course, that sounds foolish now, 
but listen:—We are going to overdo the refin- 
ing busiress and kill the golden goose if we 
don’t watch out. It may be letting the cat 
out of-the bag, but it is a safe and conserva- 
tive statement that the only thing that saved 
the refiner from demoralized prices the last 
several months was a fortunate misfortune—a 
sort of blessing in disguise. The refiner owes 
more to the car shortage than he realiz

and for that matter so does the producer. Had 
the refiner been able to get cars to move 
crude to his plant and additional cars to move 
hi proaucts freely to market—ah, well, the 
consumer has no business expecting such a 
windfali, anyway. 

The Gasoline Situation, 

Now let us look the situation in the mouth, 
The demand for gasoline has always been 
met, hasn't it? And it was met without 
any inconvenience to the public at probably 
the severest crisis that will ever be known, 
because that crisis came suddenly and un- 
der surprises that cannot be surprising 
again. We will probably never again wit- 
ness such a marvelous production of gaso- 
line-using machinery in so short a time, and 
the chances are that we will not see an- 
other Cushing pool suddenly attain a yield 
of 300,000 barrels of high grade crude a day 
and more suddenly drop off to 75,000 bar- 
rels a day Those two events stand now 
and probably will for a long time without 
parallel. That crisis taught us the need of 
scientific knowledge of our business. That 
knowledge is going to be the great tell- 
ing factor in the future. Nearly every re- 
finer is now giving more attention to scien- 
tific operation and efficient manuipulation 
of his refinery today than ever before, and 
the result is he is constantly increasing his 


percentage of motor fuel from a given quan- 


tity of crude, It is mightily significant that 
refiners in the mid-continent field are not 
making any gasoline at all now. 

That is startling news, isn’t it? Yet it is 
nevertheless true—that is if they were cor- 
rect eighteen months ago. Two years ago 
jobbers asked the refiners to make a motor 





fuel of 58 gravity, and the refiners with one 
accord replied:—‘No, 58 stuff is naphtha, 
and we cannot afford to give our refinery a 


reputation of cheap stuff.” 

The refiner did not know as much he 
does now. Besides he thought the jobbers’ 
only object was to cut the refiners’ price. 
There was too much gasoline at that time. 
Prices did go down 6bc. at the refinery. 

Then came the gasoline shortage. It was 
absolutely necessary to find some way of 
“lengthening out the supply.” The world 
will never appreciate how close a shave it 
had to a genuine gasoline famine. That it 
didn’t have and that the crisis was 50 
quietly passed is a compliment to the re- 
finer. But today scarcely any gasoline is 
being made above 58 gravity and a great 
deal runs as low as 5 gravity, But 
through scientific methods the output has 
been improved so that 58 gravity gasoline, 
or even lower gravities, are better than the 
60-61 gravity of two years ago, and only the 


as 





poorly mixed low grade naphtha or kerosene 
with casinghead gas by inexperienced per- 
sons is really giving any difficulty as a 


motor fuel. 


1915 Conditions May Be Repeated. 
The danger is this:—That with many addi- 
tional refineries, ability on the part of prac- 
tically all of them during the next year to 
make two or three times as much motor fuel 
as formerly from the same amount of crude,

Business runs in cycles, like every- 
thing else. It is impossible to get away from 
the law of averages. It is just as certain that 
the oil industry cannot continue at this mar- 
velous speed as it is that man who is benefit- 
ted by a reasonable fast cannot go on fasting 
indefinitely . Right now some refineries are not 
paying expenses. Right now some are not run- 
ning much over half capacity; right now nearly 
all sre having difficulty moving the output. 
When coming te a dangerous railroad crossing, 
look out for the cars. The changt may not come 
in 1917, but it is on its way and oil men 
should not think that the great prosperity 
of the present hour will last forever, or that 
it warrants excesses, It Is to be found that 
many are wading in beyond their depth 
There’s the rub, and when they go down, all 
suffer. Oil is a magic thing, susceptible of 
great profits, but after all, the wise man is 
going to treat it as a legitimate business 

if he stays in it That is the way the §, O. 
has regarded it, and that is why it has made 
a tremendous success of it, 


Refined Price Conditions. 


On Monday of this week the Standard Ol) 
Company of Indiana advanced the price of 
gasoline in the Indiana territory one cent a 
gallon and kerosene one-half cent a gallon. 
The refined market is still one cent a gallon 
on gasoline and half a cent a gallon on kero 
Sene behind the crude market, and if the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana is not more 
sprightly it will find it necessary to come 
along with some double-headers. But it is in- 
teresting 1nd gratifying to note that the crude 
and refined markets are moving simultaneously 
now, whi was not so a year ago, and which 
fact nearly put the jobbers out of business 
and resulted in the investigation by the Fed 
eral Trade Commission, whose report, by the 
way. is still awaited by an already indifferent 
public. It is also worthy of note that the 
retail price of gasoline is now in the Indiana 
territory within one cent of the record price 
of last winter and spring, while the price of 
crude is cents a barrel short of the record 
f that period. At the same time Eastern 
and Western prices are more nearly on a 
proper parity Thus, the grievances of the 
Federal Trade invest tion are ironing them- 
selves out without assistance.

Results of Conference. 

The results of the conference warranted its 
ealling \ better feeling prevailed than has 
ever before obtained between the parties in 
volved The committee agreed to recommenda 
to its ossociation an extension of time for 
conformity with safety appliance requirements 
to April 1 This means that all tank car 
owners ist have their tank cars equipped 
with safety appliances by April 1 or they will 
not he accepted in interchange It will be 
a grievous mistake to fail to meet this com- 
promise to the letter After that date cars 
will be eft standing on. sidetracks until 
equipped-—whether loaded or not The only 
exception to this will be that empties a long 
time from home will be returned home empty. 
Private tank car owners should not, under 
any circumstances, between now and April 1 
send out on any trip any car that has not been 
sent to the I and equipped according to 
the rules It is suggested that if any owner 
is in doubt as to his appliances he should 
equip one car, photograph it and send pic- 
ture and working drawings to Mr. Belknap, 
at Washington, for approval. There is a wide 
divergence of opinion § regarding appliance 
even among car builders and Federal inspec- 
tors Some owners have changed scores of 
ears only to find they must alter every one 
of them to really meet the regulations, 


The 60-pound elimination rule was also modi. 
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fied, All new cars must continue to stand 
60 pounds cold water pressure and no car can 
be used in the transportation of gasoline and 
such highly inflammable products, but cars 
that will not stand 60 pounds and do test 40 
pounds may be used in the transportation of 
all products that do no flash at or below 80 
degrecs. This cOmpromise will save private 
tank car owners hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. It will also mean much to many 
railroads that use such cars in the transporta- 
tion of water and a score of other products 

The Bureau of Explosives at the same 
time extended the time for equipping cares 
with twenty-five-pound safety valve springs 
from January 1 to May 1. The petroleum 
representatives felt very kindly to Acting 
Director Topping of that bureau for volun- 
tarily making these concessions. He real- 
ized the necessity owing to the unugual con- 
gested condition among railroads, 


Class IIT Construction Protest, 


Protest was also made against the enforce- 
ment of the rule requiring heavier tank car 
construction, known as Class III, But there 
was some confusion of opinion regarding 
these specifications and definite action

AMERICAN QUICKSILVER 
INDUSTRY IN 1915 


Production and Importation for the 
Period and World Production 
Covering Years Since 1905—In- 
creased Uses and High Prices, 


_The American quicksilver industry con- 
tinued to be of more than usual interest 
throughout 1915, owing to the large con- 
sumption of the metal in the manufac- 
ture of war supplies and the generally 
prevailing high prices resulting from the 
great demand. Soon after the outbreak 
of the war foreign embargoes on the ex- 
portation of metals made jit seem that 
domestic producers would control the 
market in the United States during the 
war, and several shipments from Italy 
(made, it iS reported, under contracts 
drawn prior to the disturbed conditions 
abroad) did not prevent a soaring market 
— i915 and extending to March, 
J vv. 

Prices for the metal became so high in 
February and March, 1916, that certain 
foreign governments permitted the ship- 
ment of some quicksilver to this country, 
and thus, to a small but important ex- 
tent, competition in the home market be- 
tween domestic and foreign supplies was 
re-established, and prices fell from $300 
per flask in February, 1916, to $15 in Aug- 
ust, 1916. [In the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1516, the United States imported for 
consumption 554,792 pounds of quicksilver, 
valued at $595,007, and exported 232,763 
pounds, valued at $274,086.] Although, ow- 
ing to the efforts of producers to make 
capacity output, some stocks have doubt- 
less accumulated, the price of quicksilver 
abroad will probably justify exports from 
this ountry, and cause reduction of 
stocks if the domestic quotations run 
much below $70. Therefore, it would seem 
that producers here may count upon a 
fair price for their metal, possibly not 
below $1 a pound, during the war. 





American Production Last Year— 
Uses. 


The quicksilver mines and prospects of 
the United States were under active de- 
velopment in 1915. Additions to reduction 
plants were made at old mines and re- 
torts put in operation at promising pros- 
pects. Including small prospects, there 
were 39 producers of quicksilver in the 
United States in 1915, against 3 in 1914 
and 24 in 1913. Thirty-two of the pro- 
ducers in 1915 were in California, 4 in 
Nevada, and 1 producer each in Arizona, 
Oregon and Texas. The output was 21,- 
033 flasks of 75 pounds each, against 16,- 
548 flasks in 1914 and 20,213 flasks in 1913. 
At the average sales price reported by 
the producers of $86.86 per flask for 1915 
the output was valued at _ $1,826,912, 
against $811,680 in 1914 (average per flask, 
$49.05) and $813,171 in 1913 (average per 
flask, $40.23). Compared with 1914 the 
yield for 1915 showed an increase of 27 
per cent. in quantity and 125 per cent. in 
value. 

Quicksilver is used mainly in the manu- 
facture of fulminate for explosive caps, 
of drugs (calomel, mercuric chloride. 
etc.>. of paint (vermilion), of electrical 
applmnces and scientific apparatus (ther- 
mometers, barometers, etc.), and in the 
recovery by amalgamation of precious 
metals, especially gold. It is little em- 
ployed nowadays for silvering mirrors, 
being replaced by silver nitrate. Mer- 
curic oxide (red oxide of mercury) has 
een used as a paint to a considerable 
extent as an active poison to prevent 
fouling of ships’ bottoms.

Druggists’ Scales in District of Co- 
lumbia to Be Tested.

Specifications under which the ‘“Sho- 
shone ceded lands’’ will be leased on a 
royalty basis under authorization of an 
act of Congress, dated August 21, 1916, 
are to be announced by Franklin K. 
Juane, Secretary of the Interior soon after 
January 1.

The leasing act gave the secretary au- 
thority to lease the property under such 
rules and regulations as he sees fit, 
which intrusted him with very broad au- 
thority. The secretary has taken this 
matter most seriously and the legal bu- 
reaus of his department have been work- 
ing overtime to meet his requirements to 
safeguard the natural resources, the 
rights of the Indians and at the same 
time to give the consumer the benefit of 
the natural deposits.

COCAINE.—It was reported that re- 
cent export sales have _ practically 
cleaned up the spot supply of cocaine 
and the market closed with prices firm 
and more or less nominal. Dealers 
found it difficult to obtain moderate 
quantities to supply their ordinary 
trade, The hydrochloride, crystals, 
closed unchanged at $4.25. In London 
the market advanced to 21s., which 
compares with 19s. a week ago. 

CODLIV PR OIL.—Trading was quiet, 
but in the absence of any selling pres- 
sure prices were nominally unchanged, 
Norwegian oil held at $115@125 per bar- 
rel, according to seller. Newfoundland 
oi] was quoted at $72@75 per barrel, as 
to quantity and seller, 

COUMARIN.—There was a good in- 
quiry for coumarin and with stocks 
reduced the market closed about 25c. 
higher, At the close $10.75 was regard- 
ed as an inside price, and in several 
instances sellers refused to shade 
$10.85 per pound, 

GLYCERINE.—Taking advantage of 
the easier tone which prevailed early 
in the week, following the general dis- 
turbance in irade conditions, caused 
by the peace overtures, powder man- 
ufacturers entered the market for 
glycerine and bought heavily. In sev- 
eral quarters it is estimated that the 
sales of dynamite glvcerine during the 
past week and a half have amounted 
to approximately 300 cars. Most of 
this business went through around the 
h2c. and 52%ce. level, prompt and nearby 
shipment. At the close of the week 
prices were firmer and, with offerings 
for spot and nearby shipment scanty, 
nominal quotations ranged from 53c. to 
dc. per pound for the dynamite.

MYRBANE OIL.—Less selling pres- 
sure was reported, and closing prices 
were about lc. higher.

NAPHTHA, SOLVENT.—The market 
was unsettled on liberal offerings for 
forward delivery. Spot naphtha was 
queted at 30c. per gallon, Contract busi- 
ness has been booked at 25c. per gallon, 
f, o. b. producers’ plant. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—Following 
a reaction in the metal the market 
for nitrate of silver was lowered 3c, 
per ounce by leading producers. At 
the close nitrate of silver was quoted 
at 47%,@49%e. per ounce, the inside 
price holding for 500-ounce lots. 

PARANITRANILINE.—There was a 
good inquiry for paranitraniline and 
prices held on a steady basis through- 
out the week.

CO-OPERATION REMEDY 
FOR NARCOTIC EVIL 


Control and Distribution of Habit- 
Forming Drugs Matter for Mutual 
Action by State and Nation—Drug 
Evil Committee Acts. 


Federal and State co-operation in regard 
to the sale and distribution of narcotics 
is eSsential, according to Justice Cor- 
nelius F. Collins, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Drug Evil, of the State Judges 
and Justices’ Association, which met at 
the Criminal Courts Building last Tues- 
day. Representatives of the Federal serv- 
ice were present and it was urged that 
they use their influence in formulating 
changes or amendments to the existing 
Federal laws for the control of illicit dis- 
tribution of narcotics, 

The purpose of the meeting was to dis- 
cuss and suggest possible changes in the 
existing laws with a view to curbing the 
illegal distribution of habit-forming drugs. 
The changes suggested did not differ ma- 
terially from the conclusions reached at 
the former meetings of the judicial or- 
ganization.

tailed account or record be made of all 
sales Smuggling being an important 
factor, should receive more consideration, 


and co-operation between the Federal and 
State authorities was looked upon as a 
remedy. It was also suggested that in 
the future every effort should be made 
so that legislation, having for its purpose 
the control and distribution of narcotics, 
should be a matter national in its scope. 
In the opinion of the Committee on Drug 
Evil, this will be the ultimate solution of 
the problem. 

The proposed changes 
would deal chiefly with the distribution 
of the drugs It was pointed out that 
certain changes would be necessary in re- 
gard to the treatment of addicts. Drug 
victims have been able to secure nar- 
ecotics from commercial channels through 
the aid of medical men for a _ consid- 
eration. 

The proposed measures will probably be 
ready for submission to the Legislature 
towards the latter part of January.

Leone’s Trade in Palm 


Products. 


figures recently made 
available, the exports of palm kernels 
from Sierra Leone during 1915 increased 
in quantity by 3,709 tons, but decreased in 
value by $268,992, when compared with 
the figures of 1914, last year's total being 
39,624 tons, worth $2,452.62. The decrease 
in the market value was ‘very noticeable. 
The price in Europe at one time fell as 
low as $60 a ton, whereas in the preced- 
ing year it was never below $77.50, nor 
below $102.18 in 1913. Toward the end of 
the year, however, prices rose steadily 
and by December had reached $92.45. 

in 1913 Germany secured 43,016 tons of 
the Kernels, out of a total of 49,201 tons 
exported, but last year all went to the 
United Kingdom, where crushing mills 
have been established. 

Nut butter, or margarine, into the 
composition of which the oil of the ker- 
nel largely enters, is at present in gen- 
eral use in the United Kingdom, and will 
probably sustain its place on the market, 
even when the price of butter again be- 
comes normal. 

Prices fer palm oil on the WBuropean 
market were well maintained through- 
out 1915, and increases are shown in both 
the quantity and value of the oil export- 
ed from this colony. Palm oil is used 
principally in the manufacture of soap 
and for lubricating purposes. The vol- 
ume of export last year was 481,576 gal- 
lons, valued at $227,101, as compared with 
436,144 gallons, worth $187,521, in 1914. Of 
the total quantity exported, 38,006 gal- 
lons went to the United Kingdom and 
89,869 gallons to France. In 1913, out of 
a total of 617.089 gallons, 509,688 gallons 
went to the United Kingdom, 69,786 gal- 
lons to Germany, and none to France. 
France has more than adequately as- 
sumed the place of Germany as an im- 
porter of this product. 

Palm kernels and palm ofl are the chief 
exports from Sierra Leone, the next in 
importance being ginger and plassava.

Deposits of Tale in Brazil. 


Deposits of tale and kaolin are of fre- 
quent occurrence in crystalline rocks, 
which are of wide distribution in Brazil. 
Some of these, more favorably situated 
in relation to transportation and markets, 
are now being worked. Of these the fol- 
lowing may be mentioned:— 

1. Near Rezende, State of Rio de Ja- 
neiro, where a very pure white talc is 
produced, requiring little treatment be- 
fore being available as # cosmetic. 

2. Near Lorena, State of Sao Paulo. 

3 Near Santo Amaro, State of Sao 
Paulo, not far from the city of Sao Paulo. 

Massive talc, or steatite, occurs in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, as near Itabe- 
raba, Municipio de Ouro Preto, Varzea 
near Dores de Boa Esperanca, and near 
Jacuhy in the western part of Minas 
Geraes.

There is nothing new in the situation 
surrounding fertilizers. Perhaps’ the 
most important feature to the market 
is the strength in prices for raw ma- 
terials. With practically all materials 
commanding high prices, the outlook 
for a good demand is regarded as fa- 
vorable. As reported in our last issue 
land pebble has firmed up recently and 
quotations f. 0. b. Florida mines have 
been advanced. This material had been 
rather easy in price and offered an ex- 
ception to the firmness shown by other 
fertilizer materials. Stocks of animal 
ammoniates are small and prices for 
blood, tankage and fish scrap are easily 
maintained at high levels, Domestic 
grades of sulphate of ammonia are 
largely nominal, as producers are sold 
ahead and there is practically nothing 
offering in the spot market. Foreign 
sulphate is held at prices too high to be 
attractive. Nitrate of soda has been 
steady during the interval. Reports 
from the South say there has been a 
call for ground feldspar as a fertilizer 
because of its potash content. Muriate 
of potash is holding steady in price 
with demand light. For reports of the 
saltimore, Chicago and Atlanta fer- 
tilizer markets, refer to index on page 
7. Detailed reports on the separate 
articles of the local market follow: 

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
The situation with reference to these 
animal ammoniates has not eased off 
uny during the week. Chicago advices 
say that stecks of both blood and tank- 
age have been reduced greatly and that 


ditficulty would be found in securing 
large amounts. The price for dried 
blood is given at $3.85 @ 4 per unit of 


ammonia. High grade tankage is quoted

FISH SCRAP.—With the menhaden 
fishing season at an end and stocks of 


fish scrap no longer held by first hands, 
the market is in a nominal position. 
Business in resale lots is reported and 
$4.35 and 10 is given as the asking price 
at southern points. The fact that offer- 
are light and that other ammo- 
niates are high in price gives a firm 
tone to the market. <A report from 
London says: There is very little fish 
scrap offering, but Hull still quotes £6. 
to £7. for ordinary dried material for 
furmers’ use, with supplies small, On 
other parts of the northeast coast, 
higher figures are quoted for better 
analyses. Peruvian guano is a small 
trade, with government quality, raw, of- 
fering at £11. 5s. to £15. 2s. 6d., and 
an equalized description at £6. 10s, to 
£8. 10s. The report of the Peruvian 
Corporation shows that no progress has 
been made towards a settlement of the 
guano dispute. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Foreign ad- 
vices say that the production of nitrate

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Pro- 


ducers of sulphate of ammonia in this 
country are practically sold ahead and 
there is no surplus for spot trading. 
This tends to place prices in a nominal 
position. Foreign sulphate is attracting 
more attention as the offerings of do- 
mestic become smaller, but English 
sulphate is quoted around $4.30 per 100 
pounds and this is regarded as too high 
to interest buyers. A report from Lon- 
don regarding English sulphate says 
that on the export side an advance in 
the price of sulphate of ammonia is 
again expected. Limitation of output 
and limitation of exportable surplus 
together seem to mean a big demand 
for what can be exported, and some 
people are now talking of a figure in 
‘he neighborhood of £20 as by no 
means unlikely in the next month or 
two. In view of the enormous advance 


in the prices of so many other impor- 
tant commodities in the country, this 
figure is not at all out of the way, in 
view of all the conditions that make 
for higher values. About £18. 6d. 
is the average price of the moment, 
but sellers are few, and the disposition 
appears to where possible, to hold 
for higher prices.

There has been little change in prices 
of nitrate contracts on this coast. While 
the market has been firm, there has been 
no great eagerness to purchase or sell 
as a general thing The premium for 
refined or % per cent. nitrate is not so 
great as It has been recently, being at 
the end of October about 2d. ($0.04) per 
quintal for deliveries during the re- 
mainder of 1916, with a little greater dif- 
ference for 1917 deliveries. 

The quotations for ordinary or % per 
cent. nitrate were about 8s. ld. ($2.17) 
for 1916 shipment. and for 1917 from 8s 
Hed. to 7s. 10d. (from $2.02 to $1.91), ae- 
cording as nitrate for early or late ship- 
ment in that year was desired. For re- 
fined nitrate, 46 per cent. less 1 per cent, 
Ys. Id. ($2.21) was expected for 1916 de- 
liveries, while 1917 shipments were quoted 
at Ss. fd. to Ss. 2d. ($2.07 to $1.99) for deliv. 
eries during the earlier and later parts of 
the year, respettively All these prices 
were for delivery free alongside vessel 
With export tax paid. 

At the end of October a strike among 
the lightermen and stevedores at Iquique 
took place, and during the first part of 
November the movement extended to 
Caleta Buena, Pisagua and Junin. The 
shipment of nitrate was hindered there- 
by, but by the middle of November a 
settlement was reached and the men re- 
turned to work, a slightly increased scale 
of wages for handling nitrate being 
granted,

Logwood is difficult to 
place at present, as there stocks 
held here, and occasionally they are 
pressed for sale at very low prices. 
Regular importers, however, are hold- 
ing prices steady, and with ocean 
fre-ghts high the import cost is a fac- 
tor on shipments. Logwood extract 
varies in price, according to make and 
seller. Spot offerings ot gambier have 
been small and values are firm. De- 
tailed reports on the separate items of 
the local market follow:— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—A quiet week 
was reported for this material. 
Different sellers are offering freely and 
stocks seem to be very ample. vrrices 
are irregular, as there is considerable 
range, according to seller. The lowest 
price is 9c. per pound, with up to 12c. 
per pound asked, 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—While 
prices for aniline salt show a differ- 
ence, according to seller, the market, 
generally considered, has been easy. 
There were reports of sales at 28c. per 
pound, but 29c. is the lowest price 
quoted, and for high-grade material 
some sellers are asking 33c. per pound. 
Aniline oil is reported to be strong. 
Demand has ‘been good and stocks ap- 
parently are light. A short time ago 
spot material sold at 20c. per pound, 
but nothing was offered this week un-

der 22c, per pound, and some sellers 

would not do business under 23c. or 

24c. per pound, 
BICHROMATES.—Another week of 


low prices sums up the situation re- 
garding bichromate of soda. Sales are 
reported on a basis of 19c. per pound 
and the quotation is given at 19@2l1c. 
per pound. The lowest prices are not 
given by producers and the latter in 
some cases are very firm in their views 
and have been buyers instead of sell- 
ers in the spot market. Some inter- 
est has beer shown in 1917 business 
and contract;; for large amounts have 
been made recently. The contract price 
is given at 24@25c. per pound. Re- 
ports are heard to the effect that con- 


tracts were placed under 24c. per 
pound and in this regard it is stated 


that some producers have given con- 
cessions to a few buyers because they 
were interested in securing their busi- 
ness. The general market, however, 
is well maintained at the quoted levels. 
Bichromate of potash is holding a 
steady course, with very little activity 
at present. The quotation is 42@43c. 
per pound. 

CUTCH.—The shipments from Ran- 


goon to all parts from January 1 to 
October 23 were 6,354 tons, against 


3,662 tons in 1915 and 2,463 tons in 1914. 


There is a fair demand for cutch in 
the local market. Prices heard for 
cutch are 10@14c. per pound. 


DIVI-DIVI.—The tanning trade is re- 
ported to have been a good buyer of 
divi-divi. The market is holding 
steady, as stocks are not heavy and 
costs of laying this material down in 
the local market are High. Spot quo- 
tations are given at $55@58 per ton, but 
on shipments $53 per ton can be done. 

GAMBIER.—A report from the Lon- 
don market says gambier is quoted on 
the spot at 39s@40s., being cheaper. 
For arrival the market continues to 
advance, with sales of December-Jan- 


uary at 40s. 6d, ex quay terms Liv- 
erpool and November-January to 
America at 43s. per cwt. c. i. f. 

The local market for gambier has 
been very firm, In the first place sup- 
plies have been compnratively light. 


Common gambier is quoted as firm at 


lic. per pound. On shipments the best 
figure heard was 10%c, per pound. 
Cube gambier is little better than 


nominal oh spot. Leading handlers say 
they have nothing to offer and it is 
certain that only small amounts can be 
picked up. Offers are made on ship- 
ments for the early part of the year, 
with 20c. per pound quoted. 
LOGWOOD.—There was practically 
no change in the market for logwood 
this week. Offerings of roots are re- 
ported to be very free and holders of 
stocks have been willing to sacrifice in 
order to effect sales. Some good sized 
lots were offered under $25 per ton. 
Logs are still feeling the effects of a 
large spot supply and prices are dis- 
turbed by private negotiations under 
the regular market prices. Just how 
low logwood has_been offered is im- 
possible to determine, but some reports 
say that wood of the finest quality has 
been offered close to $25 per ton. The 
quotation for logwood for shipment is 
$30@45 per ton, according_to seller and 
grade. Logwood chips were quoted at 
3c. per pound this week. Logwood ex- 
tract, 5l-degree twaddle, is quoted at 
15@20e. per pound, Solid extract 
ranges from 28¢c. to 35¢c. per pound. 
Hematine paste is offered fraely at 17 
a20c. per pound. Hematine crystals are 
held at 30@35c. per pound. 
MYRABOLANES, — Advices 
Calcutta say the season is over. Sup- 
plies of picked yellow nuts are very 
searce. For average mixed quality 
nuts, dealers quote Rs. 2-2@Rs. 2-3 per 
B., md., weight, loose, for near and 
early deliveries. Local dealers are few. 
Shippers generally buy in the country. 
For local and country consumption, 
ready parcels are changing hands at 
1-12@Rs. 2-12 per B., md., weight, 
loose, according to quality on the “cash 
system.” Supplies of Australian 
Bhimries or small yellow nuts are 
very small. New crop is expected in 
December. 
Local sellers say the market is firm 
and they quote $54@55 per ton. 
PRUSSIATES.—The feature to this 
market has been the free offering of 
yellow prussiate of soda. Prices for 
this material have been easy, and sell- 
ers were quoting 34@37c. per pound. 
Some rather small lots could be bought 
at the inside price. This is in contrast 
with yellow prussiate of potash, as the 
latter ‘has been firm for some weeks. 
Demand was quiet during the interval 
and prices were not as firm as a week 
ago. The quotation is 92@95c. per 
pound. Red prussiate of potash is 
quiet, but holds steady in price, with 
$2.50 per pound quoted. 
STARCH.—The market is holding 
steady, with a good demand for ex- 
port as well as for home consumption. 
Potato flour is very scarce, and prac- 
tically no domestic is offered, and 
Japanese is bringing high prices. Quo- 
tations for corn starch are:—Pearl 
starch, bag $3.15, barrel $3.24; Buffalo 
pearl starch, bag $3.18, ‘barrel $3.27;
